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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

It is noted that the Walker patent, applied in the previous rejection, adjusts the 
pressure in the conduit when the measured pressure is greater ihan the target pressure 
- consistent with the purpose of deflating the tire. Thus, the Walker reference, and the 
Prior Art in general, do not fairly teach or suggest the combination of steps claimed in 
the instantly claimed method for determining tire pressure - in particular the step of 
providing a pulse of compressed fluid to the conduit when the first fluid pressure is less 
tlian said target pressure.
